KINGS BAY, Spitzbergen, May 24.— 
(*)—The dirigible Italia informed the 
Citta di Milano at 10 o'clock tonight 
that it was meeting a strong head wind 
and a dense fog on its way back from 
the north pole to Spitzbergen and prob- 
ably would not reach Kings Bay until 
tomorrow forenocn. 
Gen. Umberto Nobile, successful in 
his second dirigible flight to the top 
of the world, sent ‘three messages 
from the pole, one to Pope Pius tell- 
ing the pontiff that he had dropped 
the oaken cross entrusted to him on 
the north pole from the Italia, and 
the others to King Victor Emmanuel 
and Premier Mussolini. While over 
the pole the flags of Italy and Milan 
and various other souvenirs were 
Message from Pope. 

The cross, which was about Vun 
feet high with a metal base, had a 
repository in which was placed a mes- 
sage written in Latin by Pope Pius. 
For two hours the dirigible cruised 
over the pole, reaching the spot at 
twenty minutes after midnight, nine- 
teen hours and forty minutes after 
leaving Kings Bay. At 2:20 a. m. the 
return flight was begun, the dirigible 
following the twenty-fourth meridian

The dirigible kept in touch with, the 
Citta di Milano during much of her 
flight, although there was silence be- 
tween 7:30 o’clock this morning and 
noon, At 7:30 the Citta di Milano 
gave the Italia her position, and then 
received no further word from the 
dirigible until noon, when her posi- 
tion at the half way mark was wire- 
lessed from the airship. | . 


Twenty Hour Journey. 

Starting from Kings Bay ‘at 4:40 a. 
m. yesterday with a crew and a num- 
ber of scientists aboard, it fook the 
airship more than 20 hours to reach 
the pole, which is 750 miles from 
Kings Bay. 

This latest conquest of the pole was 
the fifth, including Peary's trek with 
sleds across the frozen seas of the 
Arctic.

COLMAR, Alsace, May 24. — The 
three weeks trial of fourteen Alsatian 
autonomists ended tonight with four 
leaders drawing sentences of one year 
in prison and five years’ banishment 


_from Alsace. The other ten were ac- 


president of the Alsatian landtag and 
former deputy in the German reich- 
stag, and Joseph Rosse, both of whom 


recently were elected to the French 


chamber of deputies, were given jail 
terms, together with Abbe Fasshauer, 
a. defrocked priest, who was accused 
of taking German money, ‘and Paul 
Schall. They were all convicted of 
sedition, with extenuating circum- 

The verdict was greeted with min- 
gied emotions by the audience which 
packed the little court room and 


jammed the streets of the quaint Alsa- | 


tian capital. 
May Not Enforce Banishment. 
It is believed the five years of ban- 
ishment will not be enforced, but it is 
pointed out that the ten acquitted 


men may be tied again on other 
charges. 


No sooner had the verdict been de- 
livered than the crooked streets rang 
with cries of Vive l'Alsace!” and 
“Vive la France!”. ‘These cries were 
only quieted after a stubborn battle by 
reserve police forces. While excite- 
ment was at the highest pitch the 
sleepy little town was treated to the 
rare sight of seeing Andre Berthon, 
defense lawyer and communist deputy, 
carried out of the court room on the 


‘tshoulders of four priests. 


The closing moments of the trial 
brought dramatic scences as the 
defense and prosecution summoned up 
the most impassioned rhetoric, the 
former declaring that Alsatian liberty 
of tought was the only issue at stake, 
and the latter repeating letters and 
acts of the accused to prove their 
guilt, but recommending the minimum 
sentence.

The most pitiful scene of the entire 
trial was witnessed when Dr. Ricklin, 
the autonomist chief, read his state- 
ment to a breathless audience.

No 
doubt his mother would have ‘grieved 
if he had sacrificed his life for his 
country, but I do not believe that the 
mother of a German veteran would hold 
me, individually, responsible for killing 
her son, and I hardly think that a gold 
star mother would hold any one of these 
loss of her son 

I, myself, would sooner be led down 
Michigan boulevard, commanded by a 
veteran of the German army, who act- 
ually saw sefvice, than be reviewed by 
William Hale Thompson, who is the 
mayor of our city, and whose conduct 
while we were “hopping the bags” in 
France was notorious. 

The wag is over, so why can’t we for- 
get some of the hard things that hap- 
pened during those days. I know there 
were times in France when many of us 
would have been willing to - fraternize 
with the Germans and call it a day, 


but now that they have been defeated
